Gen. Chai Ung Jun, command- 
ing the Soviet-trained invaders 
who crashed into South Korea 
Sunday morning, personally 
broadcast a demand for surrender 
of the American-trained Southern 
Army. 

There was no direct response. 
Although a spokesman for Presi- 
dent Rhee intimated the resist- 
ance would go on, the Southern 
Government’s only alternatives 
appeared to be flight or capitula- 
tion. 

The South Korean army, 100,000 
men strong and equipped with 
American weapons, has no tanks. 
It does have bazookas and other 
anti-tank devices. 

Asked where the government 
might move if Seoul fell or were 
abandoned, Clarence Ryee, spokes- 
man for President Rhee, said, “I 
don’t know—maybe Suwon.” That 
is only 20 miles south of Seoul. 
Ryee said MacArthur’s dispatch 
of 10 fighter planes would have 
been a help earlier, “but our 
pilots must bet acquainted with 
the planes to fly them effectively 
and we need them and lots more 
now.” 

Ryee reported that on the west- 
ern front the Southern army was 
moving up toward Kaesong and 
the Northern invaders were re- 
treating. That city, 40 miles north- 
west of Seoul, was the first im- 
portant point to fall when ah esti- 
mated 75,000 Soviet-trained Red 
troops invaded Sunday. 

Rylee said the defense was doing 
well elsewhere, also, except before 
Seoul, the most vital spot of all. 
The northern mobile column 
pierced through two full counter- 
attacking southern infantry divi- 
visions—20,000 men—at Uijongbu. 
That town, 12 miles north of Seoul, 
was the pivotal point. It fell. 
The attitude of American advis- 
ers to the Southern army was de- 
scribed as one of anger and dis- 
gust over the collapse and utter 
confusion of the second division at 
Uijongbu when it came under 
heavy Northern artillery fire.

What has happened in Korea 
may happen in Germany when 
Russia is ready to fix the D-Day 
for her East German puppets, these 
officials suggested, and in that 
ease our troops in Germany would 
find themselves fighting East Ger- 
mans instead of Russians. Thus, as 
in Korea, Russia would be provok- 
ing war without overtly participat- 
ing in it herself. 

In off-the-record discussions of 
this and similar problems defense 
officials indicated they were not 
losing sight of what they regard as 
the larger theater of the cold war— 
Europe—despite the serious crisis 
in the smaller focus of Korea.

Towns Surrenders His 
Last Mark With No Tears 


A large man sat down at breakfast Sunday morning 
in Athens and observed in the day’s sports headlines that 
another one of his world’s records had been broken. He 


looked up at his wife and said, in resigned manner: 
“Well, there goes the last one.” oo 
_ And so with that three-second household drama, Forrest Towns 
dismissed himself from the roll of world’s champions. A rail- 
framed Californian named Dick Attlesey had come out of the West 
to College Park, Md., and cleared the 110-meter forest of high 
hurdles in 13.6 seconds. Towns had dore the same distance in 
13.7 back in 1936, and the record had been good for 14 years. 
It was the last of four world’s records the great Univer- 
sity of Georgia athlete had held at orfe time or another. He 


had once 


the 60-yard and 50-yard indoor hurdles 


records and the 120-yard and the 110-meter outdoor records. 

One by one they have been mowed down by a generation 

that seemed to swiften afoot with the pace of living. 

Spec is left now to sit among his Southeastern souvenirs. 
He is still written in the Southeastern Conference record book as 
holder of the 120-yard record, set in 1936 at 14.1. He still holds 
the Southeastern AAU 120 record at 14.4. But Southern Cal’s 
Attlesley has stricken him from the international ledger. 


Spec Towns, however, 
is not the sort of citizen 
who would sit around and 
brood over the loss of 
such an indefensible 
crown. The _ six - word 
breakfast - table observa. 
tion was the beginning 
and the end of his grief. 
“Now if it had happened 


a two or three years after I got

out of college,” he said, and his 
plump face was split by a 
Georgia-bred grin, “I guess I’d 
have got fired up and started 
running again. But the urge 
I get to run again now lasts 
over just about three hurdles, 
and I’m ready to leave it to the 
young ‘uns. 

“T actually have only one 


regret when I see one of my records broken. I always feel sorry 
that I didn’t get to coach the boy and that I didn’t get to see the 


race.”

good. The Towns boy applied Weems Baskin’s lessons so adroit- 
ly that the first world’s record he broke was the last one that 
Baskin held. Weems had set the 60-yard indoor record and Towns 
broke it in New York in 1936. Baskin since has gone on to South 


Carolina as a Rex Enright aide. 


“From what I hear about this Attlesey boy,” Spec said, 
“he seems to have everything. He’s about six feet five, long- 
legged and slim. And he’s got a lot of speed. I never had 
much speed myself, just form, if you don’t mind my telling 
the truth. That’s the reason I was never much good at the 
long distances. I could do about 9.8 in the 100, I guess, but 
this boy’s got everything, so speed and form equal 13.6 the 


way I figure it.” 


The speed notwithstanding, Towns stands in the SEC records 
as a three-time winner over the longer 220-yard route to two 
times in the 120. An LSU bounder is responsible. Glenn Hardin 
prevented a six-title sweep, beat Spec his sophomore year of ’35 


in the highs. 


“I got a kick out of a hurdles picture I saw the other day. 
It showed Attlesey and four other hurdlers all using the 
double arm action. I was the only one using the double-arm 
action in my day, and they all seem to use it now.” 
The double-arm action, I determined, means spreading the arms 
in the manner of an airplane’s wings. “Helps the hurdler get down 
closer to the hurdle,” Spec said, with demonstration. 


No Shoes, No Team 


Brother Towns came out of Augusta 
to the University in 1933 with not 


the slightest suspicion that he was a hurdler. Athens lassoed him 
on a track scholarship, though he’d never competed on the Rich- 


mond Academy track team. 


“I was a pretty fancy high jumper, but you had to fur- 
nish your own track shoes, and my daddy told me he was 
having trouble enough furnishing me everyday brogans.” 


Spec came under the Baskin 


spell at Athens, and the race 


was on. He didn’t stop running until he made the Olympic team 
in 1936 and brought home the world’s 110-meter high hurdles 
championship. He ran his last official race in Madison Square 


Garden in February, 1938, when 
yard title.

“If I could run any one race over again,” he said, “I'd 
go back to Milwaukee in 1937 and run the AAU outdoor 
110-meter again. I placed third that day. Tolmich, of Wayne 
University, ‘and Staley, of Southern Cal, beat me, but I had 
beaten both of them before. I hit the last hurdle and that 
was the only time I ever hit a hurdle in my life.” 

Each Fall at Athens, the Towns body was delivered to the foot- 
ball field, and the willowy fellow employed his swift as an end. 
He gave no thought to what it might have done to his track future, 
for at that ‘Stage of ebullient youth one never gives thought to 


such dire possibilities. 


Time hasn’t been as kind to him as Georgia track coach 
as to Teacher Baskin. Few, if any, aces have came down 
the pike since Cate to enrapture his coaching life. There is 
still no reason to feel like a toy terrier in Saturday traffic, 
however. A track man only sets records to have them broken, 
and only a coaching perfectionist could expect such as Towns 
to come along more than once-in two decades. 

“It just means that the coaching and the competition are get- 
ting better,” said the gregarious philosopher. “That’s what makes 


records—competition. 


And that’s what makes competition—good 


coaching. That's the way it goes.” 

And the dethroned king went through the door, down the road 
to hunt more competition. It was father-and-son day at the kids’ 
camp, and Popper Towns was pitching for the 12-year-old soft-

Americans Win At Wimbledon‘

WIMBLEDON, June 26—()— 
The 15 seeded players, plus all the 
Americans, marched through the 
first round of men’s singles in the 
All-England Lawn Tennis Cham- 
pionships Monday without a false 
step. 

Their first-round opponents 
toppled as if the committee 
which handed out the favored 
spots was pulling strings. Only 
the strained right wrist of Aus- 
tralia’s Frank Sedgman appears 
likely to cause a break in the 
seeded ranks before the quarter 
finals. 


Although Sedgman, who is 
ranked No. 1 in the field, scored 
an unimpressive 6-4, 7-5, 6-4 vic- 
tory over Howard Walton, of 
Great Britain, he told reporters 
his wrist hurt and he doesn’t 
know how many more rounds he 
can play. 

The American contingent of 
eight—seven seeded players and 
19-year-old Tony Trabert, of 
Cincinnati—showed every in- 
tention of sticking around for 
some time. They lost a total of 
four sets and not one of them 
was in serious trouble although

“For example, would Joe DiMaggio, batting .250, be picked

A ms, ll, we'll say, be picked over H 
Evers, batting .342 or better? r s “ 

How much does a past reputation count over present form, 
mo matter how good the present form happens to be? A lot of 
people would like to know the answers to some of these ques- 
tions because a baseball fan has pretty fixed opinions about things 
and he is likely to be stubborn.” 

Generally, all-stars are picked through a mixture of past 
performance and present form. 

For example, we'll take the all-star American League 
Here are some high-up batting averages among those 
available: Evers, Detroit, .342; Doby, Cleveland, .359: Zarilla, 
Boston, .332; Dom DiMaggio, Boston, .327, and Woodling, New 
327. Yet the odds are that Ted Williams, .311, and Joe 

gio, 250, will be two selected. 

For one reason, Williams is high up in the matter of home 
runs and runs driven in. He has this up-to-date asset, plus his 
past record. 

Joe DiMaggio wouldn't get too far on his 1950 record. But 
Joe has a good home-run and run-making record and the average 
crowd would rather see Joe DiMaggio than some other fellow who 

t be hitting 60 points higher. There is no way of telling what 
a few hundred thousand or a few million fans might do when it 
comes to a poll. 

You know Ted Williams is sure. You know Kell is sure. 
You know Stan Musial and Country Slaughter are sure. Cer- 
tainly Jackie Robinson looks safe enough, although Stanky has 
been playing well. 

You know Campanella is safely in. But what about Larry

Secondly, it is almost surely 
tied in with events in the Philippines, Indo- 
China and the invasion of Formosa which 
will be launched probably after mid-July, 
depending on how soon the Korean war is 
made into an accomplished conquest. The 
situation in the Philippines has deteri- 
orated to an already dangerous level. 
There again we are supporting a govern- 
ment which does not have the support 
of the people, yet it is the anti-Communist 
one. This is a situation which has plagued 
us in other parts of the world, particu- 
larly China. 

The outlook is serious, even though a 
world war is not imminent.

CED’s Blueprint 


For the Future 


Along with the good news from the 
Federal Reserve Board that the new busi- 
ness boom is close to the postwar peak 
established in 1948 comes word from the 
Committee for Economic Development, an 
association of business men, that the coun- 
try’s income can be doubled by 1980 if a 
way can be found to keep production per 
man-hour rising at the same rate as in the 
past 50 years. 


If the CED’s outlook seems too rosy, 
it can be remembered that real wages have 
tripled in the past 50 years, rising from 
an average of 43 cents in 1900 to the pres- 
ent average of $1.33 aa hour. 


To accomplish its goal CED admits de- 
pressions will have to be eliminated. It 
pointed out productivity increased 28 per- 
cent in the prosperous 1920s, but only four 
percent in the 1930s. Seasonal employ- 
ment also will have to be reduced and new 
business encouraged. Corollary to this last 
would be revision of the tax system to lend 
incentive to venture capital. 


Moreover, incentives for workers must 
be improved and make-work rules and 
featherbedding practices eliminated. 


- CED has laid down «. skeleton blueprint 
for achieving the economic expansion Pres- 
ident Truman has been advocating in gen- 
eral terms. Greater productivity obvious- 
ly is the key. Whether it can be accom- 
plished depends upon the attitude of in- 
dustry, labor and the government.

Promises--- 


And the Record 


Wednesday, Georgians, who have had two 
years’ trial of each major candidate, will go to 
the polls to decide whether to give the four- 

year gubernatorial term to Herman Talmadge or M. E. Thompson. 
At the beginning of this campaign, each candidate outlined his 
platform of promises. Let’s see how Talmadge and Thompson 
stack up against the items: which they, themselves, discussed as 
campaign issues: 


TAXATION—Thompson advocates tax revision based upon a 
sales tax and correlated income tax, after repealing Talmadge’s 
special taxes, the State property tax, and 190 nuisance taxes. 
Talmadge favors abolishing the property tax and the nuisance 
taxes and says he “will work closely and in harmony with the 
General Assembly in equalizing, clarifying and strengthening 
our State’s revenue laws so as to evolve a sound and efficient 
tax structure. .. .” 


EDUCATION—Thompson promises to inaugurate the Minimum 
Foundation Program on Jan. 1, 1951, and to inaugurate an $80,- 
000,000 school building program through RFC loans. Talmadge 
promises to finance the Foundation program within the next 
school year. 


HIGHWAYS—Talmadge promises to build 10,000 miles of new 
highways within four years, earmarking the gasoline and tag 
taxes for that purpose. Thompson promises creation of a Gon- 
stitutional Highway Board. 


WELFARE—Thompson promises to restore the number of 
items for which pensions are granted, reduced by Talmadge. 
Talmadge promises greater pensions, saying more are on roll and 
pensions are larger today than ever before. 


HEALTH—Both candidates promise more rural hospitals, more 
improvements at Battey and Milledgeville. Talmadge promises 
a general hospital for the Augusta Medical School, legislation to 
encourage young doctors and nurses to -practice in rural areas, 
and creation of a cancer clinic program. 


OTHER SERVICES—Both promise development of agricul- 
ture, forestry, veterans’ benefits, labor and industrial services. 


DEBT-FREE STATE—Both promise to keep Georgia debt-free. 


REREGISTRATION—Thompson promises to repeal  Tal- 
madge’s law requiring voters to reregister. Thompson also 
promises to re-enact provisions of the Neil Primary Law which 
Talmadge repealed in order to have an “early primary.” 


MaSKS—Thompson promises to ban the wearing of masks. 
Talmadge administration leaders have defeaied past efforts to 
lift the masks from Klansmen. 


SEGREGATION—Talmadge declares he “will see that the seg- 
regation laws of our State are enforced at all hazards.” Thomp- 
son says his $80,000,000 school building program and his. sales 
tax proposal will maintain segregation by improving Negro schools 
and letting Negroes help pay the tax bill. 


COUNTY UNIT—Both are pledged to protect Georgia's County 
Unit System. 


EMPLOYEES—Thompson promises to fire 2,000 “useless” em- 
ployees he says Talmadge has added to the payrolls. Talmadge 
Says they are doctors, nurses, teachers and skilled engineers neces- 
sary for expanded services, and he will hire still more “neces- 
sary” employees. 

In summary, both promise more services; both admit it will 
cost the taxpayers more money; Thompson offers a definite plan 
which he says will finance his proposed State budget of $140,- 
000,000; Talmadge offers no definite plan to finance his proposed 
State budget costing an estimated. $175,000,000, but claims he— 
more than any other candidate—is better able to get the Legis- 
lature to work with him. 


Facts Georgians are familiar with the backgroynd and record 
of both men and can measure these against the political 
promises. Both Talmadge and Thompson expanded State services 
to new heights during their administrations. Talmadge’s so-called 
independent highway board has built some political roads, but it 
has not been as flagrant with it as was the Thompson administra- 
tion when it virtually set up its highway department in its cam- 
paign headquarters in 1948. On the other hand, Thompson never 
possessed the Democratic Party machinery when he was Acting 
Governor, so he never rigged up early primaries, voter reregistra- 
tion bills, and “succession” bills to retain himself in office—his 
lone attempt to take over the party was stopped by the courts. 
Both Governors kept Georgia out of debt. Both Governors hired 
record numbers of employees. a number of whom were useless 
but most of whom were necessary for éxpanded services. This 
campaign has seen the Talmadge administration send state-paid 
employees out on the political stump and shake them down for 
contributions. Segregation and the County Unit System both were 
maintained in Georgia during the administration of both Gov. 
Thompson and Gov. Talmadge. 
Those are the promises and records of the candidates. How 
do they weigh in your scales?

This counter movement in the party against 
the Wisconsin Senator began with a group of 
his Senate Republican colleagues who joined in 
the “declaration of conscience” sponsored by Mrs. 
Margaret Chase Smith, Senator from Maine, and 
was carried forward by three prominent Republi- 
can governors who condemned the McCarthy tac- 
tics in press interviews at the annual Governors’ 
conference at White Sulphur Springs, W. Va.— 
Governors James H. Duff, of Pennsylvania; Al- 
fred E. Driscoll, of New Jersey, and Ear] War- 
ren, of California. : 


As the Senators and Governors stressed so 
correctly, methods in this instance are of 
fundamental importance in preservation of 
our American traditions. For that reason, 
some of the observations made by the party 
chairman at Atlantic City are somewhat sur- 
prising—for example: 


“I don’t think that the average pérson is 
close enough to know or care about the meth- 
ods.” 

Perhaps the average person is not “close 
enough,” but that assumption of not knowing or 
caring is an indictment of the American peo- 
ple in its casual and crass way that most of us 
will refuse to accept. Mr. Gabrielson surely spoke 
without a proper recognition of his responsibility 
as a party official.

For Sake of the Record 


WASHINGTON—There’s music again at my house from an old-fashioned phon- 
ograph with—I’m almost ashamed to admit it—only one needle in the groove. This 
machine, with a record changer on one side and a radio on the other, I bought long 
before the war. It served me well with music to fit my mood (and make the pup 
howl) until about two weeks ago when it gave a final squeak and died. I fi- 

By gured maybe the time had come to buy a new one. I went shopping, for phono- 
graphs and I still get nightmares, involving gear wheels, from the experience. There are phono- 
graphs, which really are two in one, with one machine for playing big records at one clip and an- 


other for spinning small ones at another speed. 

There are others that play records at three 
different speeds on the same spindle with differ- 
ent needles and adjustments, like an automobile 
gear shift. There are still others that play all 
kinds of records with the same needle, automat- 
ically, nonautomatically, in sequence, and out of 
sequence. 


And there is one super job, about the size 
of a tinsmith’s tool kit, which holds a whole 
closet full of records and plays same for 23 
solid hours without stopping. The man said 
if I didn’t believe it, I could sit down and he’d 
prove it. I had to tell him that I couldn’t 
spare 23 hours that particular afternoon. 


His machine, I must admit, was a beauty. 
It took all kinds of records, mixed any old way, 
and played ’em on both sides, before shoving 
them gently into a box. The trouble was that 
it was costly and complicated and I am not a 
machinist. 


And maybe I’ve got a tin ear. I listened to 
these newfangled records on these newfangled 
machines and they sounded about the same as 
the ones I bought a good many years ago. So 
I decided to get my old box patched. 


I have read about the better business bu- 
reaus’ campaigns about phony radio fixers, but 
I never thought I’d tangle with ’em. I don’t be- 
lieve the first two fellows who ripped open my 
machine were crooks exactly; they were ignorant. 
They looked at all those widgets in the chassis, 
unhooked some, replaced others, and soldered the 
rest, but I don’t think they knew what they were 
doing. 


I had to pay ’em, but the results were what 
you’d call sporadic. Sometimes I’d have mu- 
sic and sometimes buzzing. So I called in a 
neighbor, who diagnosed my case as a burned- 
out condenser. This cost 80 cents. He in- 
stalled it for a small fee and I’ve had no trou- 
ble since. 


Now the music dealers are moaning about a 
sudden slump in records sales. Mysterious. They 
can’t understand it. 

They haven’t interviewed me. I am a typical 
ex-customer. And I am no graduate engineer. 
When they invent a phonograph that plays one 
kind of records (and I don’t care if they are 
square) at one speéd with one needle in one 
box with one button to push, then I'll be in 
the market again.

Commies Threaten Free Speech 


NEW YORK—The American Legion magazine is publishing an article by 

George N. Craig, the national commander, entitled “Terror by Law,” exposing a 

campaign of intimidation by Communists through libel suits against loyal citi- 

zens. In referring to the recent suit of Paul Draper and Larry Adler against Mrs. 

John T. McCullough, of Greenwich, Conn., I stipulate that I do not include them 

e among such Communists and Fellow Travelers. The question was not decided one 

way or another in the trial. Nor do I include them in the campaign which I refer to. I deal with 

their case apart from the campaign, but deal with it nevertheless because I think it promoted a 

current purpose of the Communists which is to suppress free speech on the subject of Communist 
associations, activities and methods through fear of terrible suffering and ruinous expense. 


The citizens of Connecticut have learned that 
they put themselves and their dependents in 
danger of financial ruin and everlasting pov- 
erty merely by speaking frankly on a political 
issue. One must not allege that this was the pur- 
pose of Draper and Adler. The effect was just 
coincidental. 


The article by Commander Craig, bears 
the expressive sub-title, “Commies Now Use 
Lawyers to Intimidate Decent Americans 
Who Dare to Stand in Their Way. But the 
Legion at the Post Level Can Stop Them 
Cold.” This should spread the warning every- 
where, because it doubtless will be talked up 


in post meetings. 


Mr. Craig, who is a lawyer, writes: “Instead 
of physical assaults, the party is now resorting 
to something even more sinister—legal beatings- 
up—as a means of intimidating anti-Communists. 
I can reveal that a well-organized machine has 
just one objective, to scare off opposition to the 
Reds’ plans.” — 

I, personally, lack proof that such a machine 
exists, but I am morally certain that it does and 
that I know what its fronts are. 

“This Communist legal juggernaut recently 
swung into action on the outskirts of New York 
’ City,” Mr. Craig says. “Its victim was a plain, 
ordinary American who objected to domination of 
his town’s government by a group led by Com- 
munists. 

“A long-time resident of this suburb awakened 
to the fact that a claque of alleged ‘liberals,’ led 
by a core of Communists, had taken control of 
the town’s affairs. They had placed their men 
in office as city manager, as police commissioner, 
and, even more insidiously, as head of the school 
board. The old-timer got up at town meeting 
and declared: ‘This town is under the domina- 

: of a gang of pinks and Reds and it’s time 
real Americans did something about it.’

“ ‘Maybe so,’ the lawyer said, ‘but you’ll still 
have to hire lawyers to defend you and before 
we're through with you, it’ll cost you every cent 
you have.’ 

“Like any citizen threatened with a lawsuit, 
the old-timer was alarmed. He felt sure he could 
substantiate his charges but he couldn’t afford 
the big fee a lawyer might ask. Such a trial 
might drag on for months or years. And, sup- 
posing the Commies won... 


“At the next meeting he withdrew his state-_ 


ment the town is still under the sway of the Red- 
led clique. The lawyers who threatened the old- 
timer were part of the Communists’ legal steam- 
roller and their blackmailing approach was typi- 
cal. This machine is used throughout the country 
to intimidate individuals, organizations and even 
newspapers who oppose the Stalinists. It is used 
to aid Communist spies and conspirators to es- 
cape punishment.” 

Mr. Craig cites other instances and recalls 
the penetration, even the saturation, of the Fed- 
eral agencies by Communist lawyers which oc- 
curred under Roosevelt. He calls on all lawyers 
within the Legion to establish lawyers’ commit- 
tees “to protect good Americans from legal per- 
secution.” 


Lawyers of patriotic leaning are awaken- 
ing. From Wisconsin I have received word 
of a popular movement to underwrite in ad- 
vance all costs that Senator Joe McCarthy, 
the anti-Communist crusader, may incur in 
exposing traitors in the government, and all 
damages that might be allowed. Thus he 
could speak up off the floor, waiving his 
eonstitutional immunity. The American Le- 
gion, of course, has fine facilities for. or- 
ganizing the counterattack. 


Actions charging libel predominantly present 
in the role of plaintiff persons who have so be- 
haved as to elicit the sort of remarks that Mr. 
Craig cites. The costs of trial are so high that 
individual defendants who are not organized as 
the Communists are through their fronts, often 
“settle” for $10,000 or more. This is bad enough, 
but a worse effect is the suppression of opinion 
and even information. Two such plaintiffs in no- 
torious recent cases later were shown up as 
traitors.

The Ethies 
Of Sports Writing 


NEW YORK—Dear sir, or words to that effect, 
writes the journalism department of the Univer- 
sity of Utah, “Too little has been written about 

the ethics of sports coverage. Some persons have classified sports 
writing as ‘hack’. Others hail the excellence of certain sports 
writers.” 

“We are conducting a research study of sports coverage. Will 
you assist us by answering these questions: 1-—Do sports writers 
present a true picture of athletic contests: “Football .. .? Boxing 
«.-: Wrestling .. .? Baseball .. .?” 

There are five other questions in the quiz, but let’s leave 
them for the moment and concentrate on the muscular No. 1 


question. 

Football Football? There are two ways of presenting true 
pictures of football contests. You can present them 

from the viewpoint of the old pro and discerning alumnus, or you 

can present them from the viewpoint of the poor bloke who buys 

the tickets, arranges for the box lunches, the booze, and the yellow 

chrysanthemums for the girls. 

You can write football as Stanley Woodward used to write it, 
and what you write will be hailed by coaches and their staffs as 
the last word in shrewd reporting. Full of K-79 plays. The fact 
that about only one percent of the readers know what you're 


talking about will bother neither you nor the post graduates of 


football formations and intricacies. 

Or you can write about the glorious color of the grandstands, 
the heady smell of the hot dog concessions, the kid who carried 
the ball to the touchdown (an inconsequential role hardly notice- 
able to a top expert who is concerned with,the way the right guard, 
Doakes, moved his hips in a 2,000-pound mound of Squirming pile- 
up) and such. 

Both are true pictures. It just depends on the writer and the 
paper or news service he’s working for. Several news services 
are pretty prim about football. They want their reporters to get 
the score in the first or second paragraph. 


Boxing Boxing? This sport is at its lowest ebb in recordable 

history, with cheap chiselers and semi-or complete 
hoodlums taking the place and importance of rather memorable 
leaders of the game we’ve known in the past. But the calibre of 
reporting on boxing is higher, I’d say, in its criticism, than is— 
for example—the calibre of general reporting on the UN or Sen- 
ator McCarthy. 

Wrestling? That’s something else, and don’t ask me to identify 
what it is. Suffice it to say that professional wrestling is a com- 
pletely spurious enterprise which had a rebirth, sad but true, 
only because of the rise of television and the general ignorance 
of television sports fans. Anything nice that is said about profes- 
sional wrestling in newspapers must be a sign of the association of 
the paper with a charity mat match. Most of the papers identify 
the matches as “exhibitions,” which they are—and are often hi- 
larious. 

Baseball? Well, there are many things to say about the ethics 
of baseball coverage. Most big league ball clubs pay the room, 
board and transportation of hometown baseball writers. This has 
always seemed to me a bad practice. That some baseball writers 
have become great is almost a contradiction. 

It is almost as much of a contradiction as the drama critic’s 
rising above free carry Cadillacs to the theatre, free-load dinners 
and champagne at the Stork, and other inducements to good re- 
view.

The Passing of the Geisha 


TOKYO—I am distressed to report that the occupation troops have destroyed 
the typically Nipponese quality of one of the great institutions of Japan. I refer 
to the entertainment afforded by the geisha house. And while I am at it I will 
hasten to explain that the geisha house was not what you might think. It was a 
place for relaxation and entertainment that has no Western counterpart which 
I can think of. I imagine that it had to change, for an evening spent at a geisha 

house was a quiet experience, very mannerly, orderly and reserved, and the American wants con- 


siderably more hilarity with his relaxation. 

When the troops first came in here in the Fall 
of 1945, a number of the more famous geisha 
establishments had luckily survived the bombing 
and were open for the entertainment of the visi- 
tors. They were beautiful places, immaculate 
throughout, with magnificent screens of painted 
silk, wall hangings painted with the deft artistry 
of the famed Nippon painters, carved statuary, and 
flower arrangements. 


The geisha were beautiful, doll-like people, 
immaculately groomed, dressed in magnificent 
kimonos and obis and wearing invariably the 
heavy black formal hairdress over their own 
hair. They entered a room on their hands and 
knees, treating their guests with great obse- 
quiousness, played upon the samesin, danced 
ancient Japanese formal dances and sang old 
Japanese songs in voices that sounded like the 
twittering of little birds. 


They knew the tea ceremony and taught their 
blundering American friends its mystic ritual and 
tried, unsuccessfully, to teach them the funda- 
mentals of flower arrangement on three levels, the 
old “sky, earth and mankind” idea over which so 
many garden club ladies Stateside have labored 
with such earnestness. 


The houses and the grounds are still main- 
tained in spotless cleanliness. The screens, the 
hangings, the statuary are the same. But the old- 
time geisha, tiny, graceful, delicate and lady-like, 
has disappeared. In her place are broad-cheeked 
peasant gals with gold and silver teeth. They

come in the room standing up, nod “Hiya, Joe,” 
and instead of hastening to light your cigarette 
they wait for you to light theirs. They burn the 
sukiyaki, slosh sake on the table when they pour 
and don’t bother to wear the headdress which 
gave the old-time geisha her look of immaculate 
grooming. 

They don’t bother any more with the tradi- 
tional forms of entertainment, such as samesin 
playing, nasal singing of Japanese songs, and the 
dancing of formal dances, with tiny, brittle move- 
ments. They crank up a record player and bel- 
low the Japanese version of “You Are My Sun- 
shine” (it sounds like “You Are My Saaaan-shi’”’). 


They don’t dance alone. They drag the 
visitor from his cross-legged squat with his 
leg muscles groaning and go into a bouncing 
jitterbug. They also keep up a running fire 
of chatter in what passes for English, being 
mostly GI slang, by contrast to the old geisha, 
who never spoke except when spoken to, and 
who then could not utter without first gig- 
gling, simpering, blushing and hiding behind 
a fan, overcome by the fact she had been 
addressed. 


In places known only to the tired Japanese 
businessman, the samesin may still play and the 
geisha sing and dance in the traditional way, but 
in most of the places known to foreigners, every- 
thing has been Americanized. The qualities that 
gave the whole procedure its strange, muted, 
low-key charm has now been lost, and it’s not 
much fun anymore. 


The Senate Vote on the Russell Amendment 


WASHINGTON—The Senate’s two rejections of the Russell amendment to the bill extending the 
Selective Service Act for three years were emphatic, 42 to 29 and 45 to 27. By these large majori- 
ties the Senate refused to give to young men who are drafted into the armed forces, or enlist, the 
right to choose service in units composed of members of their own race only. Of the 25 Senators 
who did not vote on the first test, 13 were accounted for one way or the other, leaving only 12 mem- 
bers of the body whose views on this proposal were unrecorded. 


The majority’s will on legislatica becomes law 
in this country when it can be expressed, the 
exceptions being when Senate rules prevent that 
expression or a Presidential veto nullifies it 
(though even in the latter instance a two-thirds 
majority can override the veto). Therefore, since 
the House rejected the same attempt it is the 
prevailing will of Congress that selective segre- 
gation in the armed services, as contrasted with 
enforced segregation by state law in civil insti- 
tutions, shall not be permitted. Those who op- 
pose segregation by any law, and especially those 
who have fought it with growing success in the 
legislatures and in the courts, can point to an- 
other victory. 


But both Senate votes, by a calculation 
based on a reasonable premise, indicated that 
the minority in favor of the Russell amend- 
ment is impressively large when stated in 
terms of the population instead of in Sena- 
torial units.

By this method of calculation, a minimum of 
37,443,684 members of the national population 
were registered (by the vote) as favorable to Sen. 
Russell’s proposal. It is a minimum because, 
though some unrecorded Senators on both days 
probably favored the amendment, in each such 
instance half of the population of their States 
was subtracted from the minority total. 


The interest if not the importance of the esti- 
mated population total arises from these facts: 
(1) A social reform involving local traditions and 
problems was at issue; and (2) many sociologists 
and political philosophers question the wisdom 
and effectiveness of trying to enforce such re- 
forms on a large segment of the population. That 
questioning will be tested by the new enlistments. 
Sen. Russell believes they will be discouraged in 
sections of the country which traditionally pro- 
duce the most volunteers per capita, but others 
dispute this prediction with equal certitude. 


So far as the draft itself is concerned, Gov- 
ernment power under the Selective Service Act 
remains as absolute in assigning those drafted as 
in drafting them. The effects on the Senate’s 
overwhelming repudiation of the Russell amend- 
ment must, therefore, be judged by the rate of 
new enlistments and by the morale of the unseg- 
regated units of the new draft. 


By the same reckoning this gives a population 
of 81,961,530 behind the Senators who voted or 
were paired against the Russell amendment yes- 
terday. And a majority of that size, even though 
merely indicated by the unscientific 1940 popu- 
lation base and otherwise vulnerable method of 
calculation here employed, is tremendous. 


Certainly by all the laws, legislative pro- 
cedures and customs of this country, it is 
large enough to feel free to impose its view 
on a minority, and it would be a dogged 
theorist indeed who would expect this ma- 
jority to fail te do so because of the belief, 
described above, of some sociologists and 
political philosophers that such impositions 
in this problem area are unwise and may de- 
feat their own purpose. 


Of course, the Senate vote reflected other 
motives than the one generally professed—that 
segregation, recognizing racial prejudice and es- 
tablishing racial inferiority among Americans who 
have assumed the risk of dying for their country, 
freely or by draft, is a system as repugnant to 
decency as to democracy. There was a good deal 
of political animation for the votes and absentee- 
isms on both sides. 


But by any method of computation it was 
emphatic, and that is one of its most important

LONDON, June 26—(AP)—Anthony Eden accused the 
Labor Government Monday of weakening the Western front 
against Communism by its refusal to join the Paris talks on 
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the Schuman Plan. 

“In all its dreams of wedge- 
driving, Russia could hope for 
nothing better than the reduction 
of Britain to the status of ob- 
server in Franco-German rela- 
tions,” the deputy Conservative 
leader told the House of Com- 
mons. 2 

He said the outbreak of fight- 
{ng in Korea emphasized the ur- 
gent need for teamwork in the 
anti-Communist world. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, replied that 
the government was exercising 
proper caution toward the plan 
for pooling Europe’s coal and 
steel. 

“We could not 
heartedly upon any scheme or 
plan which might affect pro- 
foundly our coal and steel indus- 
tries,” Cripps declared. 

He insisted that it is better for 
Britain not to take part in the 
talks “for the time being” than 
to get into a position where later 
it might be chargéd with “wreck- 
ing the negotiations by our re- 
fusal to agree to the principle

Then, for a softer 
and more natural Iook, we light- 
ly smudged this line with our 
fingertips. 

Dark brown mascara was next 
added to the upper lashes only. 
And Sandy learned to apply the 
mascara from the inside corner 
out, working from the root to 
the tip of each hair. 

And just for an added note of 
glamour, we smoothed a tiny 
dab of transparent eye cream 
across the lids.

Check Your Towels’ 


Hidden Strength 


Samson’s strength was in his 
hair; that’s a well-known fact. 
Unlike Samson, the strength 
of a Turkish towel is in the 
backbone of ground weave of 
the towel. That’s comething 
many women don’t know, or 
so says the American Institute 
of Laundering, research and 
educational center for the laun- 
dry industry. 


What this underweave does is 
to hold the towel loops in place, 
take the strain of pulling which 
accompanies towel use, and acts 
in the capacity of a sponge in 
absorbing water from the sur- 
face loops. Only an _ under- 
weave which is firm to the 
touch, closely and tightly woven, 
will impart strength to a Turk- 
ish towel and hold the loops 
securely. 

About the best place to 
check on the quality of the 
underweave is in the plain 
portion of the -towel where 
there is an area without loops 
and the fabric weave can be 
easily seen. This area is usually 
found near the hem or in the 
border or, in the case of a 
towel with a design, in the bare 
spots on the back of the towel. 

Holding a terry towel up to 
the light will give some indica- 
tion of the strength or weak- 
ness of the underweave. Tiny 
and regular pin points of light 
will shine through a weave that 
is uniform and good. But light 
will show through unevenly in 
a loose, inferior underweave. 
The better the construction of 
the towel, the less light that will

Many Lye Injuries 
‘Reported by Schools 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


- Some people are more impressed by statistics from or- 
ganizations than they are by comments based on individual 


opinions or e 


xperience. So, let me quote from a report by 


the National Society’ for the Prevention of Blindness. 
These particular figures are based on the report of a study 
made of eye accidents, only during the nine school months, 
of Louisville, Ky., school children. 


“An estimated 66,000 eye in- 
juries—750 of them so serious 
that the child loses the sight 


of an eye—occur during each 
school year among American 
children. Among Louisville chil- 
dren an average of 117 eye ac- 
cidents occurred annually dur- 
ing a 17-year period. 

“The boys suffered about 75 
percent of the eye injuries, al- 
though the number of boys and 
girls were abouteven. ... Eye 
accidents occurred most fre- 
quently in sports and play. ... 
Total time lost from school in 
the United States because of eye 
accidents adds up to an esti- 
mated 200,000 school days or the 
full time of over 1,100 school 
children. 

“Children in grades seven 
through nine had the highest 
eye-accident rates. ... Eye ac- 
cidents to children occur most 
frequently in play or sport—67 
percent of the total cases.” 

Among causes of eve-injuries 
are: Blows: Four out of 10 eye

injuries are caused by blows— 
the eye is struck by or strikes 
against objects such as a rock, 


- ball, bat, fist, foot, head, tree, 


chair or door. Sharp Objects: 
more than one out of five of the 
total eye injuries were caused 
by such objects and, for the 
more serious cases, the ratio is 
more than one out of four. Chil- 
dren often select pointed sticks 
as playthings. . . . Wires, knives, 
scissors and even pens and pen- 
cils may cause similar injuries. 

A low rate of eye injuries due 
to fireworks may be expected 
only in States in which the sale 
an use of fireworks is forbid- 
den by law. The figures show 
no evidence of similar control 
legislation to cover the use of 
air-guns, BB guns, slingshots, 
bows and arrows, which are a 
serious hazard to eyes 

A four-point program for eye 
safety 1s proposed, covering: con- 
trol of weapons, supervision of 
play; and safety education in 
two aspects.

is written in a clear, conversa- 
tional tone which answers ques- 
tions before one quite needs to

The mere circumstance that a 
particular holding may be im- 
probable is not in itself sufficient 
justification for declarer to reject 
any plan that is based on such 
holding. Where a player has two 
or more choices, he should natural- 
ly resort to the one that offers 
the greater chance for success, but 
where there really exists no sound 
choice, the facts might as well be 
faced. 

Today’s bidding followed normal 
lines. North had a close raise to 
three clubs, but felt that he had 
just a little too much to give up 
and relegate the hand definitely 
to a part score. West made the 
natural opening of his fourth best 
heart and East’s jack went to the 
king. Declarer could count three 
club tricks, three spades, two 


fore, fired back the queen of 
clubs immediately. This was taken 
by East and the heart suit cleared 
without further ado. The jack of 
clubs was continued, East won 
and then came the deluge. 

North pointed out to partner 
that the hand could be made by 
going for the diamonds instead of 
the clubs. South argued that this 
was double dummy analysis. “ How 
could I tell that the diamonds 
were three-two and that East had 
the king?” Obviously there was 
no way he could tell. But that is 
an entirely irrelevant considera- 


‘tion. What other hope was there 
for the hand? Since there were 


nine hearts out, someone had to 
have at least five, and they were 
bound to be established before the 
clubs. Declarer contended that in 
order te take the diamond finesse 
he would have to cash the three 
top spades, and that might set up 
two tricks for the opposition, 
which together with the two club 
tricks and a diamond, would de- 
feat the contract. 

The answer is that spades need 
not be cashed at once. The proper 
play at trick two is a low diamond, 
since one trick must almost surely 
be lost in that suit. West will win 
with the jack and clear the hearts. 
Now dummy’s spades are cashed 
and the diamond finesse taken 
with a prayer. When this succeeds, 
nine tricks are available without 
touching clubs. To be sure, this 
was not a good chance, but since 
it was the only one, the choice 
should have been easy enough.
